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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Arguments of traverse do not appear to be 
based on the actual claim language, and hence do not persuade. Independent claim 7 recites a shielding layer in "an abutting position", 
i.e., abutting some object, which is in evidence from at least from the cited portion and Figure 3 to which it refers; while argument in 
traverse on page 2 (first one of Remarks) instead appears to misintepret the claim language to require the luminescent layer and the 
shielding layer to abut each other.
